Frankfort,M arch 23.—The state troops 
'■ recognizing Democratic Governor Beck­ 
ham came here late yesterday afternoon 
and last night guarded the courthouse 
and jail and will do m ilitary duty under 
orders from Governor Beekham during 
the exam ining trials of Republican Sec­ 
retary of State Caleb Powers, Captain 
John W . Davis anil W. IL Ooultou. The 
m inatory is also reinforced by 75 special 
deputy sheriffs who were sworn iii bv 
the civil authorities 
The Lexington cumf fitly of 70 men 
tinder Captain Longmire were the first 
to arrive here. 
The men were draw u 
up in regular m arching order at the 
station and m arched to the courthouse. 
The sidewalks along the way were filled 
w ith people and troops were cheered by 
Beckham adherents at various points. 
The line of march did not pass tho state 
bouse square where Governor Taylor's 
soldiers are quartered and the dual 
m ilitia did not come face to face. 
Captain Longmirc marched at the 
head of his company, carrying a revolv­ 
er, while each of the men carried two 
guns. 
It is understood practically the 
entire contents of the I/'xington arm ory 
were brought here. 
The indications are that the trial of 
some one of the defendants will be en­ 
tered upon today. 
County Attorney 
Polsgrove says that all of the subpoenas 
for commonwealth witnesses have I>een 
served and unless some of tho most im ­ 
portant witnesses fail to come, the trials 
will l»e commenced. The connnouweaUh 
will demand that tho defendants be a r­ 
raigned separately. 
County Judge Moore issued an order ; 
to Sheriff' Suter directing him to exclude 
everybody from the courthouse during! 
the trials, except, attorneys, witnesses 
ami mein liers of the press. 
There has been no confirmation here j 
of rum ors that armed bodies of citizens j 
from the m ountain sections are coming 
to Frankfort. 
Governor Beckham issued the follow- j 
ing address explaining his action in call­ 
ing out the troops: 
• To the People of Kentucky: In the 
present crisis which exists in our state, 1 1 
feel it my duty to explain to you my po­ 
sition and to outline the policy which I 
intend to pursue in the earnest effort to j 
restore peace, quiet and order to our 
comm onwealth. It wns the policy of my

cessor to conduct this vexed contest, I 
which has so much agitated our poo pie. I 
j in a way to commend his course to all 
I law abiding and conservative people of 
! the state. 
T hat policy I have carried j

the courts iii Frankfort I wish to s a y • 
; that no one is more adverse to m ilitary j 
rule than I am. 
I believe it should be f

alw ays to r?lv m ere upon the law than |
